NEWSPRINT ALLOCATION POLICY 1986—88 

1. Applicability : 

This policy is applicable to the allocation of-news¬ 
print to which the Import and Export (Control) Act 
1947, Imports (Control) Order, 1955 and Newsprint 
Control Order, 1962, as amended from time to time, 
apply during the licensing years 1986-87 and 1987-88, 
subject to such modifications as may be notified from 
time to time. 

2. Definition : 

In this policy a “newspaper shall mean any printed 
periodical work containing public news or comments 
on public news” ^as defined in the Press and Regis¬ 
tration of Books Act, 1867 as amended from time to 
time. 

3. Eligibility : 

3.1 Newsprint shall be allocated to such newspapers 
as are registered with Registrar of Newspapers for 
Tndia in accordance with the relevant provisions of 
Press and Registration of Books Act, 1867. 

3.2 A newspaper shall he eligible for allocation of 
newsprint if it has a regularity of 90 per cent in case 
it is a daily newspaper and 66-2)3 per cent in case 
it has any other periodicity, save in such cases where 
the shortfall in regularity has arisen because of 
reasons beyond the control of the publisher viz. 
strikes, lock-outs, go-slow, power shortage or similar 
causes. 

3.3 Allocation of newsprint may also be authorised 
by the Registrar of Newspaper for Tndia for the 
following :— 

(i) Transmission of news over teleprinters by 
news agencies; 

(ii) Trial printing by newspapers; 

(iii) Printing of low-priced books for promotion 
of education; and 

(iv) Printing of college and school magazines. 
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3.4 The following categories of publications al¬ 
though these may be registered with Registrar of 
Newspapers for India as newspapers shall not be 
eligible for allocation of newsprint under this 
Policy ;— 

(i) Journals published primarily to promote sale 

of goods or services; 

(ii) House journals|magazines brought out by 
undertakings|firms|industrial concerns; 

(iii) Price lists, catalogues, directories and lottery 
news; 

(iv) Racing guides; and 

(v) Sex Magazines; 

4. Entitlement : 

4.1 The basic entitlement of newsprint for the 
licensing period 1986-17 or 1987-88 as the case 
may be, of an existing newspaper will be detejmined 
on the basis of its average circulation, average, num¬ 
ber of pages, average page area published and the 
number of publishing days of the preceding year. 

4.2 All the editions of a newspaper (i.e. bearing 
the same title, having the same periodicity, published 
in the same language and owned by the same owner) 
whether published from the same place or from 
different places would be treated as one newspaper 
and its entitlement will be calculated on the basis of 
the performance particulars in respect of all the 
editions taken together. 

4.3 A newspaper!periodical whose circulation claim 
has been declared as "uncstablished" by Registrar of 
Newspapers for India will not be eligible for news¬ 
print unless its circulation has been ‘re-established’. 
In case of a newspaperiperiodical which is found to 
have given a false statement about its performance 
andlor in respect of which circulation has been asses¬ 
sed by Registrar of Newspaper for India to be lower 
than its claimed circulation, it shall render itself 
liable for being debarred from allocation of newsprint 
for a specified period, which may extend upto one 
year. 

4.4 A fresh applicant who commences publication 
for the first time or otherwise approaches the Regis¬ 
trar of Newspaper for India for the first time for 
allocation of newsprint will be allowed an initial quota 
of newsprint for the first four months as determined 
by the Registrar of Newspaper for India upon his 
satisfaction of the projection of circulation by the 
applicant, subject to a maximum of 10,000 (ten 
thousand) copies per issue of eight standard pages 
(2450 Sq. Cms.) in the case of dailies and of sixteen 
standard pages in the case of periodicals. Such a 
newspapers as receives an initial quota of newsprint 
should produce within a fortnight afier three months 
of publication, evidence of proper utilisation of the 
newsprint allocated to it, in form NP-2. Thereafter, 
its entitlement for the rest of the year will be deter¬ 
mined on the basis of actual performance and the 
balance quota, if any shall be released On submission 
of a formal application. 
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4.5 A fresh applicant will be entitled to get news¬ 
print from the month of receipt of its application. 

4.6 The circulation of a newspaper will be deter¬ 
mined taking into account (.a) the number of copies 
sold, and (b) the number of copies distributed free, 
returned unsold or printed but neither sold nor dis¬ 
tributed free, provided these do not exceed the 
following percentage of the respective print order; 


5.3 Applications for initial quota by newspapers 
(vide para 4.4 above) should be made in Form NP-1 
and should be accompanied by Form NP-3, 

6. Last date for receipt of applications : 

6.1 The last date for receipt of application for 
allocation of newsprint for the year 1986-87 is 31st 
December, 1986.

4.7 In working out the basic entitlement, RNI may, 
as considered appropriate by him in each case and 
relying oh the normal average consumption, ignore : 

(i) abnormal short-term fall ill circulation 
arising from special circumstances including 
strikes | lockouts or other similar reasons; 
and 

(ii) abnormal short-term increase in circulation 
attendant upon the closure[disruption of 
working of competing newspapers or any 
other extraordinary circumstances. 

4.8 If a newspaper had not utilised any portion of 
newsprint allotted to it in any previous year, the 
unutilised quantity will be deducted from its entitle¬ 
ment for 1986-87 or 1987-88, as the case may be. 

4.9 Extra newsprint upto the limits indicated below 
will bo allowed to newspapers as wastage compen¬ 
sation :— 

(i) for all newspapers 5% 

(ii) for periodicals in the case of 

multi-coloured printing. 7 % 

4.10 The entitlement of a newspaper for imported 
newsprint as also for indigenous newsprint will be 
worked out on the basis of 50g.m. 

5. Procedure for submission of application : 

5.1 Applicaions for allocation of newsprint should 
be made by the publisher or a person duly authorised 
by him in this behalf in Forms NFH and NP-2 and 
should be addressed to the Registrar of Newspapers 
for India, West Block-8, Wing No. 2, R. K. Puram, 
New Delhi-110066. 

5.2 Applications for allocation of newsprint should 
be accompanied by a Performance Particulars Certifi¬ 
cate for the preceding year in Form NP-2. In the case 
of a newspaper whose average circulation exceeds 
2,000 copies per publishing day its Performance Parti¬ 
culars Certificate should be certified by a Chartered 
Accountant. 


6.2 The last date for receipt of applications for 
allocation of newsprint for the year 1987-88 will be 
notified separately. 

7. Allotment of newsprint: 

7.1 Allotment' of newsprint—standard and glazed 
will generally be made in reels. A newspaper 
printed on sheet-fed machine will, however, receive 
its entitlement only in sheets. In case, sheets are not 
available, the entitlement will be raised by 5 per cent 
for conversion of reels into sheets on giving proof 
that printing is actually carried out only in sheets. 

7.2 A newspaper with an entitlement of less than 
300 tonnes will have the option to obtain indigenous 
or imported newsprint either in part or in full. 

7.3 The allocation of newsprint for a newspaper 
whose entitlement is ubove 300 M.T. will be as 


follows - 

Imported 35% 

Mysore Paper Mills Ltd. 18% 

Hindustan Newsprint Mill Ltd. 

(Kerala) 17% 

Tamil Nadu Newsprint & Papers Ltd. 16% 

National Newsprint & Paper Ltd. 

(NEPA) 14% 


At least 25% of the import entitlement should be 
lifted from State Trading Corporation's buffer stock. 

7.4 Periodicals which have been in regular publica¬ 
tion may be allowed to obtain their entitlement in 
glazed newsprint subject to availability, 

7.5 In case of a fresh applicant who commences 
publication for the first time or otherwise approaches 
Registrar of Newspapers tor India for newsprint for 
the first time only indigenously produced newsprint 
will be allocated to it for the first twelve months from 
the month of receipt of application. Further entitle¬ 
ment will be released only after proof is adduced that 
the quota released in indigenous newsprint has actual¬ 
ly been lilted and consumed by the newspaper 
concerned. 

7.6 The allotment from different sources may be 
n;vised|varied for such reasons as the availability of 
newsprint, maintcnace of buffer stock or any other 
reason. 
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7.7 If a shipment is not affected within 120 days 
of receipt of letters of Creo t by State Trading Corpo¬ 
ration, efforts wifi be made to allot proportionate 
tonnage from the buffer stock on high sea sales basis 
which will be later replenished. 

8. Distribution : 

8.1 The work relating to distribution of imported 
newsprint will be handled entirely by the SfC as 
authorised by the RNI in accordance with this Policy 
and in compliance with the provisions of the News¬ 
print Control Order, 1962. 

8.2 A newspaper which is given allotment on high 
sea sales basis will be allowed to take delivery directly 
or through its duly authorised agent(s). 

8.3 A newspaper which does, not fulfil the condi¬ 
tion of high sea sales allocations because of its indi¬ 
vidual entitlement being too small to be covered by 
that arrangement can club its entitlement with those 
of other newspapers and get newsprint on high sea 
sales basis through its duly authorised agent(s). 

8.4 Authorisation for entitlement of indigenous 
newsprint will be issued by the RNI direct to the 
Mills concerned on a quarterly basis. In case the 
annual requirement of a newspaper is 50 M.T. or 
less, the RNI may in his discretion allocate newsprint 
to such newspapers on an annual basis or. as otheiwisc 
deemed appropriate. 

8.5 A newspaper shall lift its allotment from high 
sea sales or buffer stock or from indigenous sources 
within three months from the date of issue of the 
authorisation. If a newspaper fails to lift its quota of 
indigenioiis newsprint, it will to that extent forfeit its 
entitlement in respect of the imported newsprint, 

8.6 If a newspaper is found to have given a false 
certificate about the lifting of indigenous newsprint 
allocated to it, fit shall be liable to be debarred from 
getting any further allocation of imported newsprint. 

9. Backlog : 

9.1 The newspapers which could not be serviced 
the full quantity of newsprint allocated to them by 
RNI from 1982-83 onwards shall be, as a one time 
measure, eligible to apply for allocation of unserviced 
quantity in indigenous variety. The allocation of un¬ 
serviced newsprint shall be made by RNI in a phased 
manner over a period of three years commencing from 
1986-87 depending on availability of indigenous news¬ 
print. In cases where the quantity involved is 50 M.T. 
or less, the RNI in his discretion may authorise the 


lifting fo the entire quantity in one instalment. In the 
event a newspaper fails to lift, within the prescribed 
time, the allocated newsprint at any stage, it will 
forfeit its claim to the remaining quantity of un¬ 
serviced newsprint. 

9.2 The applications for allocation of unserviced 
quantity of newsprint should be made in writing 
giving all relevant details to Registrar of Newspapers 
for India la-est by 31st January, 1987. 

10. Use of newsprint allocated to one newspaper for 
another newspaper : 

One newspaper shall not make use of the newsprint 
allocated to another newspaper even though the news¬ 
papers concerned have the same ownership or have 
been allowed to club their entitlement for the purpose 
of obtaining imported newsprint on High sea sales 
basis. 

11. Submission of certificates regarding consumption : 

H. 1 A newspaper which is allotted newsprint shall 
submit to tho Registrar of Newspapers for India a 
Performance Particulars Certificate for 1986-87 in 
Form NP-2 not later than 30th June, 1987 duly certi¬ 
fied by a Chartered Accountant if the circulation is 
over 2,000 copies per publishing day. The last date 
by which the Performance Particulars. Certificate for 
1987-88 shall be required to be furnished will be 
notified separately. 

11.2 A newspaper which suspends or ceases pub¬ 
lication shall submit to the Registrar of Newspaper 
for India a Performance Particulars Certificate in 
Form NP-2 within a month of suspension! cessation of 
its publication. It shall also surrender the newsprint 
not utilised by it as per directions of the Registrar 
of Newspaper for India. 

12. Exceptions : 

Notwithstanding anything contained in this policy 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting may waive any of the require¬ 
ments or relax any of these provision for good and 
sufficient reasons.
